An intern ill investigation into a polit¬ 
ically damaging leak the government 
told the privacy commissioner never 
happened still somehow created more 
than 200 pages of documents, Metro 
has learned. 

On Wednesday, Alberta's informa¬ 
tion and privacy commissioner, Jill 
Clayton, released her investigation 
into the leak of former .VILA Thomas 
Lukaszuk's S20.00G cellphone bill in 
August 2014, pointing at then premier 
Alison Redford's office as the likely 
source of that leak. 

When the leak first happened, in¬ 
terim premier Dave Hancock ordered 
the Public Service Commissioner to 
conduct a separate investigation. 

But on Wednesday, Brian Hamilton, 
the investigator in the privacy com¬ 


missioner's office who looked into 
the leak, said it appears the govern¬ 
ment “took no action to investigate 
this matter for almost four months 
until it decided to hold-off conducting 
an investigation." 

This statement appears to contra¬ 
dict the response Metro received in 
a freedom of information request; 
which it Filed in July 2015. 

That request was returned by the 
government, indicating there were 
more than 200 pages of records re¬ 
lated to the Public Service Investi¬ 
gation — but none of them could 
be released. 

Jn its response, the govern¬ 
ment used sections of the F01P 
Act preventing the disclosure 
of records that have legal priv¬ 
ilege or would interfere with a 
police investigation. 

Metro has appealed the govern¬ 
ment's response and the process con¬ 
tinues to play out. 

Lukaszuk's cellphone bill came in 
the middle of his run for the ITogres- 
sive Conservative leadership race and 
forced him to explain how he spent 
public funds. 

Lukaszuk ultimately finished third.

Mega bars are off the table, but 
people wondering what’s next

Downtown residents are 
sighing relief after the city 
turned down applications for 
two mega bars Wednesday, 
but know the fight isn't over 
to create the neighbourhood 


they want. 

The bars — one proposed 
for 1D4 Street and 102 Avenue 
and the other for the former 
Mother’s Market property on 
109 Street — were both re¬ 
jected, according to a release 
the city put out Thursday 
morning. 

The city's press release said 
staff determined the bars 
would “materially interfere 
with or affect the use, enjoy¬ 
ment or value of neighbouring 
proper ties.” 

As that decision comes 
down, some are pondering 
what's next for one of Edmon¬ 
ton's flagship streets. 


Bhauna Warwick, who sits 
on the 104th Street steering 
committee and lives steps 
away from the proposed bar, 
said they’re relieved the city 
turned down the applications. 

She said with the Rogers 
Place arena opening np in Sep¬ 
tember, they expect similar 
applications and they're glad 
the city ss so far protecting 
the area. 

“We're going to face this in 
the future and this is why it 
is important the city took the 
stand that it did." she said. 

Warwick said they're not 
against restaurants and bars, 
but they have to reflect that 


people live on the street as 
well. 

“We want to see smaller 
scale pubs and wine bars open¬ 
ing up in the area.” 

The decision and the loom¬ 
ing arena is also causing some 
to reflect on downtown as a 
whole. 

Chris Buyze, president of 
the Downtown Hdmonton 
Community League, said 
downtown ls a balancing act 
that needs to be managed 
closely. 

“It’s our highest density 
mixed-use urban neighbour¬ 
hood in the city so you have to 
be ultra sensitive to everyone 


getting along," he said. 

He said the city may need 
to consider tightening rules 
for what is and isn't allowed 
if they want to continue to 
attract residents to the area. 

Buyze also said other cities 
have done this well by put¬ 
ting hard caps on the number 
of seats bars and restaurants 
can have. 

He said Calgary's Bast Vil¬ 
lage did it particularly well. 

“They went out of their way 
to make sure there wasn't 
going to be disruptive busi¬ 
nesses,” he said. 

Both proposed locations for 
so-called mega bEirs came from 


the Urban Sparq hospitality 
group, which owns the Pint. 
Knoxville Tavern and the Old 
itrathcona Rack. 

Brendan Crooks, a manager 
with the company, said they 
were still deciding on next 
steps including whet her they 
will appeal the decision. 

“Urban Sparq has just been 
informed of the City of Edmon¬ 
ton’s decisions to reject our 
downtown proposals. We're 
disappointed in the decisions 
but we respect them," he said, 
in an emailed statement, 

“We need to evaluate these 
decisions and determine our 
next steps."

Edmonton Police are attempting 
to seize property from a con¬ 
troversial inner-city landlord. 

Polite, working through Al¬ 
berts s civil forfeiture office, tire 
aiming to seize a property al 
9317 — 111 Avenue, and owned 
by Abdullah Shah, also known 
as Carmen Pervez. 


Metro confirmed through Al¬ 
berta justice Thursday that the 
property now hits a restraint 
order, which came into effect 
on June 16. 

That prevents the property 
from being sold until a hill hear¬ 
ing on it can take place, which is 
currently scheduled for Sept. 26. 

Police have conducted two 
drug raids at the property — 
one, on Christmas Bve in 2015 
and a second in April of this 
year. 

The second raid seized an es¬ 
timated $96,000 in illegal drugs 
including methamphetamine, 
oxycodone and Ritalin, accord¬ 
ing to police. 

Shah was charged with pos¬ 
session for the purposes of traf¬ 
ficking and possession of stolen

property stemming from that 
raid. 

Jn early January, the city’s 
first homicide of 2016 occurred 
outside the property. At the 
time it housed a hookah bar, 
but City of Edmonton bylaw 
staff later closed the facility 
over permit issues. 

The province's civil foifeinire 
office aims to seize property 
that is associated with crime 


and since 2003 has seized hun¬ 
dreds of vehicles and dozens of 
properties. 

Adam Millie, civics director 
of the .Alberta Avenue Commun¬ 
ity League, which the property 
resides within, said they're re¬ 
lieved police are pursuing the 
property. 

“I’m ecstatic about this po¬ 
tential seizure," he said, 

Shah also owns dozens of 
rental properties in the area 
and Millie said he hopes there 
will be action on those as well. 

“If] have a concern it is that 
they haven't seized enough." 

The process will require the 
government to prove in court 
that the property was acquired 
by illegal means or used for il¬ 
legal activity.

NDP calls for review on Kenney fundraising 


The NDP wants Alberta’s 
chief electoral officer to in¬ 
vestigate Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive leadership hopeful Jason 
Kenney's political fundraising 
activities. 

Alberta NDP Provincial Sec¬ 
retary Roan Richardson said 
the review should also include 
Unite .Alberta, Kenney’s prov¬ 
incial political organization. 

Richardson said the NDP 
believes Kenney and Unite -Al¬ 
berta are breaking provincial 
election laws. 


" There are legitimate ques¬ 
tions about Mr. Kenney’s fund- 
raising and spending, and we 
hope that Elections Alberta can 
shed some light on this," Rich¬ 
ardson said Thursday. 

“if Mr. Kenney wants to run 
here, Albertans expect him to 
follow the rules.” 

Kenney, who is a federal 
Conservative MP, announced 
last month that he is seeking 
to rally conservative voters 
in /Alberta in a new party to 
defeat the NJJP in the 2019 


provincial election. 

The Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive leadership race doesn't 
officially begin until October. 

Elections Alberta said it has 
received the NL)F request, but 
has no authority to review 
fundraising outside of an of¬ 
ficial election campaign. 

“We have no authority under 
the legislation that we are gov¬ 
erned by. which are the Elec¬ 
tions Act and the Elections 
Finance Act, to take any steps 
to investigate or look into any¬ 


thing that is going on outside 
the election period by someone 
who is not a registered can¬ 
didate or a registered party,” 
Drew West water, Alberta's dep¬ 
uty chief electoral officer said 
in an interview. 

“So there is nothing there 
to investigate under our au¬ 
thority." 

Kenney, who was cam¬ 
paigning in southern /Alberta 
Thursday, did not respond to 
a request for comment.

Darrin Kogowski said he is 
launching a human rights com¬ 
plaint Lifter his employer let 
him go in late July because he 
uses medical marijuana after 
hours. 

Kogowski. 30, was working 
for Inertia Environmental — 
an Okptoks-based hydrovacing 
company. He worked on the 
company's trucks, which use 
high-pressure water to move 
earth when excavation by other 
means isn't allowed. 

“When i got my medical ma¬ 
rijuana licence back in May, 
J told one of my supervisors 
1 had it, and nothing else was 
realty said about it,” he said. 

Rut on July 27, he was told he 
would be let go since they knew 
he could not pass a urine test. 

“1 said, 'Well, I can get a let¬ 
ter from my doctor stating I 
don't do it at work. I'd be line 
at work,'" said Kogowski. “I 
don't see what the big deal is. 
It 's like taking a Tylenol or any 
other prescription." 


Kogowski uses marijuana 
for chronic back and neck pain 
after being in several car acci¬ 
dents. He said he's also been 
diagnosed with glaucoma, al¬ 
though he hasn't discussed 
marijuana use with his oph¬ 
thalmologist. 

Kogowski said he only uses 
it in the evening for pain relief 
and as a sleep aid. 

Metro contacted Inertia En¬ 
vironmental but the company 
declined to comment on the 
case. 

However Heil Tidsburv, 
president of Construction 
Labour Relations (CLR), said 
authorized marijuana use is 
becoming a much bigger issue 
for employers in the construc¬ 
tion industry who have to bal¬ 
ance the rights and safety of all 
workers on the jobsite. 

He said no level of govern¬ 
ment has helped employers 
navigate this tricky situation. 

“The legislative guidance as 
to what employers should do 
In these cases is pretty much a 
vacuum,” said TEdsbury. 

Kogowski has mailed a com¬ 
plaint to Alberta Human Rights 
Commission. 

“They said 1 have a case, but 
again it's kind of unpreced¬ 
ented territory right now," he 
said. “Companies right now 
don't know what they should 
be doing. Even if J don't get my 
job back, maybe it will open 
eyes to change laws."

The Edmonton international 
Fringe Theatre Festival will 
honour its roots with its 35th 
edition this- summer. 

The Fringe kicked off its 
1 l-day run Thursday, which 
you no doubt have already 
noticed if you live anywhere 
near Old Strathcona. 

The festival is the biggest 
and oldest of its kind in North 
America and has consumed 
the area, with 4 5 venues 
boasting 2,013 shows along¬ 
side outdoor beer gardens, 
live bands, food vendors and 
50 street performers. 

About 750.000 people are 
expected to visit the Fringe 
grounds between now and 
Aug. 21, and some shows, had 
already sold out by Thursday 
morning. 

Artistic director Murray 
Litas said this year’s theme - 
That was Then, This is Fringe, 
a nod to a similarly named 
1971 S.E. Hinton novel - 
harkens to the festival's be¬ 
ginnings in 1982 when five 
venues hosted just 25 shows. 
“There's a real sense of the 


grassroots is back, there’s a 
real sense of the heart of this 
festival, and it’s not kind of 
faceless anymore," Utas said. 

“This is a community event 
and the community definitely 
owns it." 

The Fringe will offer Ed¬ 
monton residents an inter¬ 
active look into its history 
with a one-off event called 
Found at the Fringe, in col¬ 
laboration with the Common 
Ground Arts Socie ty. A guide 
will drop 35 facts for 35 years 
and lead a tour of the signifi¬ 
cant sites dating back to the 
first year. 

"I love it because it kind 
of just honours how we got 
here, and actually gives you 
some interesting facts about 
the times to get us to where 
we're at now," Utas said, 

T he Fringe will also throw 
back to the 1980s with Ed¬ 
monton supergroup Going 
to Graceiand performing Paul 
Simon's classic album on the 
outdoor stage Tuesday even¬ 
ing. 

For those new to fringing. 
Utas suggests picking up a 
guide to help navigate the 
grounds, which can otherwise 
get a bit overwhelming.

NDP’s vote subsidy would cost 
taxpayers millions: Wildrose 


The Opposition Wildrose Party 
is pushing the NDP to clarify 
how much it would cost lo 
provide taxpayer-funded re¬ 
bates to political candidates 
and panics. 

The Wildrose estimates 
there would have been a more 
than £7 million tab had the 
plan been in place during the 
last election. 

The NDFs proposal would 
rebate political candidates and 
parties half of their expenses 
if they win a t least 10 per cent 
of the vote. 

Jessica Littlewood. who 
chairs the legislature’s eth¬ 
ics and accountability commit¬ 
tee, says running a campaign 
is costly and elections should 
be about ideas and not the size 
of a candidate’s wallet. 

She says the idea, which 
passed in Wednesday's com¬ 
mittee meeting, is not set in 
stone and there will be plenty 
of discussion before the fall ’s 


legislature sitting. 

Opposition parties says the 
government should not be 
increasing costs for taxpay¬ 
ers while .Alberta's economy 
is suffering. 

“J don’t know of any Alber¬ 
tans who think the NDP gov¬ 
ernment should be dreaming 
up schemes to funnel millions 
of dollars away from citizens 
and Into the coffers of polit¬ 
ical parties, especially during 
these tough economic times," 
Wildrose house leader Nathan 
Cooper said in a release Thurs¬ 
day. 

“just by proposing a risky 
idea like this, the NDP has 
shown that they've completely 
fallen out of touch with the 
struggles of everyday working 
families." 

Progressive Conservative 
MLA Sandra Jansen, who sits 
on the committee, said in a 
statement Wednesday she was 
“surprised and disappointed" 


by the proposal. 

“T his government surely has 
more pressing matters to focus 
on, given the current state of 
Alberta’s economy. The tone 
deafness of this proposal is 
staggering." 

Littlewood said it shouldn't 
be a partisan issue and the 
plan is about making sure 
there's a “good, strong, 
healthy democracy in Alberta." 

“Elections should not be¬ 
long to only those that can 
afford it." 

Littlewood said the NDP 
plan isn't much different to 
what exists at the federal level 
and in other provinces, includ¬ 
ing in Saskatchewan, which 
has a conservative govern¬ 
ment.

A man charged in three sex¬ 
ual assault cases is the former 
marketing partner and direc¬ 
tor of sales with Urban Spanq 
Hospitality, the company that 
runs several Edmonton bars 
including Knoxville's Tavern 
and The Rack. 

Police are asking for more 
potential victims to come for¬ 
ward after charging Matthew 
McKnight with unlawful con¬ 
finement and three counts of 
sexual assault, including one 
count causing bodily harm. 

Urban Spanq manager Bren¬ 
dan Crooks acknowledged Mc¬ 
knight was an employee and 
more recently worked with the 
company as an “independent 
consultant.” 

“We take this matter ex¬ 
tremely seriously and will 
fully cooperate with Edmon¬ 
ton Police in any manner they 
ask us to,* Crooks wrote, in a 
statement posted to the Urban 
Sparq website. 

Police say women ranging 
in age from 17 to 22 were as¬ 
saulted at the suspect's resi¬ 
dence In all three cases. 

On April 1, a 17-year-old girl 
said she was sexually assaulted 
after leaving a bar near 107 
Street and Jasper Avenue — 
which is the location of Knox¬ 
ville's Tavern, though police 
would not confirm the bar's

The paper says about half 
qf the lost value comes from 
new carbon regulations, while 
a significant drop in power 
prices makes up the other half.

its Alberta holdings by $748.4 
million this year, or 45 pe r cent, 
to about 59 jD million.

Remembering Joey English

Stephanie English still hasn’t 
buried her daughter, Joey, as. Cal¬ 
gary police continue to search 
for parts of her body in an on¬ 
going inves tigalion. 

‘T don't want to be that sta¬ 
tistic, a woman waiting 19 years 
for her daughter's parts to come 
back,” Stephanie said, referen¬ 
cing the numerous indigenous 
family members whose daugh¬ 
ters, sisters, aunts and mothers 
have gone missing or have been 
murdered. 

“What's going on? I don't 
understand? 

Stephanie will be attending a 
private, all-day gathering for the 
family members of missing and 
murdered indigenous women 
and girls on Saturday, organ¬ 
ized by the Ministry of Indigen¬ 
ous Relations. Minister Richard 
Feehan will be in attendance, 

ihe gathering was put togeth¬ 
er in response to the federal 
government's launch of its na¬ 
tional inquiry into missing and 
murdered indigenous women 
and girls. 

Stephanie said the meeting is 
important for her to heal. 

“More stories need to be 
heard," she said. “It feels like 
yesterday when I would walk 


Joey to school." 

Joey was 25 when she went 
missing in early June. Steph¬ 
anie said police didn't take her 
seriously when she reported 
the case. 

On June &. police discovered 
part's of Joey's body in Crescent 
Heights, deeming the death sus¬ 
picious. The cause of death is 
still being investigated by police, 
as - officers continue to search 
for her remains. Police have 
charged Joshua VVeise with one 
count offering an indignity to 
human remains. 

Stephanie said Joey was a car¬ 
ing and gentle person, hoping 
to pursue a career in nursing. 

“She really loved her children, 
niece and nephew? she said. 
“She had dreams that she was 
in the process of doing? 

The federal government's in¬ 
quiry, which is will be complete 
by Dec. 31. 2018, will examine 
police practices and attitudes, 
child welfare and other social 
policies. 

The biggest complaint by 
many victims is that there is 
hardly any communication be¬ 
tween them and investigators. 

Stephanie said police haven't 
been giving her enough up¬ 
dates, adding officers told her 
she could expect at least six 
months until they find Joey's 
remains. 

“Flow am I supposed to letive

the dty. knowing my daughter's 
body parts are stilt here?"

Stephanie fighting. She has be¬ 
come their guardian. 

“These little ones? she said. 
“They're the pillar of what 
makes me want to fight more 
for them, especially in today's 
society. 

“J don't want my grandchil¬ 
dren growing up and being that 
statistic: Just another native per¬ 
son gone missing?

Questions remain over efficacy of peace bond and Canadian intelligence

An intense nationwide “race 
against the clock" after a tip 
from the FBI about a would-be 
terrorist led the RCMP to fatally 
confront Aaron Driver on a quiet 
stree t in Strathroy. Ont. 

When it was all over, the ter¬ 
ror suspect had detonated an ex- 
plosive he was carrying, wound¬ 
ing a cab driver before being shot 
by a police sharpshooter. His 
target is stilt unknown, 

Senior RCMP brass told the 
chilling tale' Thursday at an Ot¬ 
tawa news conference. But so 
many questions remain. 

Was this a successful secur¬ 
ity operation hailed by Prime 
Minis ter Justin Trudeau that, 
as RCMP deputy commissioner 
Mike Cabana said, presented die 
loss of many more lives? 

Qr was it a failure of court 
orders — that prosecutor's had 
agreed to hoping to restrict Driv¬ 
er’s terrorist ambitions — and 
of Canadian security agencies 
who had to rely on the Arne r- 
icans for the intelligence that 
thwarted a plot? 

One of the dominant ques¬ 
tions: how did a man under a 
restrictive court order obtain 


bomb-making materials and com¬ 
municate a threatening video. 

The F'BJ “came into posses¬ 
sion" of a two-minute video by a 
black-hooded, masked, unknown 
assailant said. Cabana. The Amer¬ 
icans transmitted the video and 
a photo to die Canadians around

“Oh Canada, you received 
many warnings," said the bala¬ 
clava-clad figure in the video.

ope and America had their bul¬ 
lets and bombs returned hack 
to them . You saw bodies of the 
filthy French laying in their own 
streets." 

The ItCMP's tactical ana¬ 
lysts and CSli scanned massive 
amounts of data against the grim 
video and photo — likely using 
software that can scan facial and 
voice patterns —and the where¬ 
abouts of terror sympathizers on 
Canadian watch lists. By 11 a.m. 
the RCMP-led integrated secur¬ 
ity team thought it had a match: 
Aaron Daniel Driver. 

Driver was already under a 
judge-ordered peace bond with 
strict conditions meant to limit 
his movements, travel, internet 
communications and cell use.

Did Neanderthals die out be¬ 
cause t heir human competitors 
were better fashion designers? 

A recent study of a database 
of animal bones found at sev¬ 
eral sites across Europe shows 
that Neanderthals probably 
weren't milking close-fitting 
winter clothing like parkas, 
and it could be a significant 
factor in the species' decline. 

"Twenty years ago there was 
a big debate around whether 
early humans evolved from 
Neanderthals or whether they

were people who migrated to 
Hurope from Africa," said Mark 
Collard, an archaeology profes¬ 
sor at iimon Fraser University 
who led the study. 

“There is a consensus now 
that there was a wave of migra¬ 
tion of humans out of Africa, 
through the Middle Fast and 
into FuropeT 

Archaeologists are now try¬ 
ing to figure out which differ¬ 
ences between humans and 
Neanderthals led to one species 


thriving and the other becom- 
ing extinct. 

The bones Collard and his 
team analyzed were between 
40.000 and 25,000 years old, a 
period leading up to the last 
ice age when the climate would 
have been changing to be cold¬ 
er and diier. The researchers 
found that there were many 
more animal bones from wol¬ 
verines, rabbits and foxes in 
the human sites compared to 
Neanderthal sites. 


W hile some of the animals 
may have been used for food 
only, the composition of ani¬ 
mal bones makes Collard fairly 
confident that humans were 
making winter clothing while 
Neanderthals were not. For in¬ 
stance. 3t h s known that people 
living in the Arctic commonly 
used wolverine pelts to make 
the ruff of a parka: the com¬ 
bination of long and short 
hairs make it less likely the 
fiir will become frozen around 
the wearer's face. 

The research gives credence 
to a previous hypothesis that 
while humans were making 
specialized winter clothing. 
Neanderthals only wore fur 
cloaks. Being able to make par¬ 
kas would have given humans 
an edge over Neanderthals in 
being able to hunt for longer 
periods and in colder weather, 
Collard said. 

It shouldn't be assumed that 
Neanderthals weren't making 
winter clothing because they 
were less intelligent than hu¬ 
mans, Collard said. It could 
have been a cultural differ¬ 
ence: there are examples of 
human populations who live 
in harsh climates without mak¬ 
ing or wearing much protective 
clothing. 


Three years after sparking a 
firestorm of controversy, a

Republican

Straying from his trademark 
bravado. Donald Trump ac¬ 
knowledged Thursday that his 
presidential campaign is facing 
challenges and could ultimately 
fall short — a rare expression 
of humility by the Republican 
presidential nominee. 

Trump's most explicit con¬ 
cession came as he pleaded 
for support at a gathering of 
evangelical ministers, where 
Trump observed he was "hav¬ 
ing a tremendous problem in 
Utah" 

The same day, the billionaire 
celebrity acknowledged that 
his lack of political correctness 
could cost him the election 
if Americans reject his blunt 
approach. 


"We're having a problem” 
Trump told the ministers, add¬ 
ing that the next president 
could get to nominate up to five 
high court justices. “It could 
cost us the Supreme Court. 1 ' 

After trouncing IS challen¬ 
gers in the Republican pri¬ 
mary, Frump is encountering 
worrying signs as his campaign 
moves into the general election. 
Democrat Hillary Clinton's lead 
over Trump in national polls 
has widened in recent days, 
while a number of fellow Re¬ 


publicans ba% r e declared they 
won't support their own party's 
presidential nominee. 

Trump's self-awareness was 
a marked departure from his 
usual tenor on the campaign 
trail. 

On Thursday, Frump cited a 
poll that actually showed him 
a few points behind Clinton 
and arguing the race between 
them was close. Asked by CNBC 
how be planned to reverse the 
advantage that Clinton has. 
Trump said he simply planned 


to do ‘“the same thing l‘m do¬ 
ing right now." 

,L At the end. it's either go¬ 
ing to work* or I'm going to, 
you know, J'm going to have a 
very, very nice, long vacation," 
Trump said. 

tarlier this week Trump 
caused a major stir with

Greenland shark is 
now oldest vertebrate 


In the cold waters of the Arctic, 
a denizen of the deep lurked for 
centuries. Now scientists calcu¬ 
late that this female Greenland 
shark was the Earth's oldest 
living animal with a backbone. 

T hey estimated that the grey 
shark, part of the species named 
after Greenland, was bom in the 
icy waters roughly 400 years 
ago, and died only recently. 
That conclusion puts the en¬ 
tire species at the top of the 
longevity list. 

Using a novel dating tech¬ 
nique, an international team 
of biologists and physicists es¬ 
timated the age of2S dead fe¬ 
male Greenland sharks biLsed on 
tissue in their eyes. Eight of the 


sharks were probably 200 years 
or older and two likely date back 
more than three centuries, ac¬ 
cording to a study published 
Thursday in the journal Science. 

U nttl now, that record holder 
was a bowhead. 

The oldest of the Greenktnd 
sharks examined was nearly 
16.5 feet long (5 metres) and 
estimated to be 392 years old 
when it was caught around 
four years ago. But that calcula¬ 
tion comes with a huge margin 
of error — plus or minus 120 
years — due to the newness 
of the dating technique, said 
Nielsen, a marine biologist at 
the University of Copenhagen.

Thanks to swimmer Michael 
Phelps,everyone is talking about 
cupping — an alternative med¬ 
ical practice supported by nary 
a shred of evidence. 

Yet there are some published 
papers that say cuppng works. 
They're pretty much all junk. But 
even with a trained eye, junk sci¬ 
ence can be hard to differentiate 
from the real thing. Mevertheless. 
3 have a few junk-spotting tricks 
to share. Here's a partial list. 

First Does a claim (i.e. "cup- 


pear in a scientific paper (anc 
not just a quote)? f so, d oes the 
publication have a good reputa¬ 
tion? Look at its impact factor, 
the average citations per paper. 
The higher the factor, the more 
trusted the journal. Sometimes 
I search the title or publisher 
alongside "predatory journal" 
to rule out scientific mischief. 

Second: Look at methods. A 
paper should never try to prove 
something works, but rather 
present evidence showing it 
works better than a placebo or 


standard therapy. Look for the 
words double-blind random¬ 
ized control trial. 

People studying and trying 
things like cupping are usually 
already convinced — intensify¬ 
ing the placebo effect. There's 
no way to blind a study like this: If 
you're being cupped, you know it. 

Third: Sniff test, Even with 
good methods, a study can be 
junk. You can measure whether 
leaving a tooth under a pillow 
on a weekday generates more 
tooth fairy money than a week¬ 
end and get good data. But you 


haven't learned anything about 
the tooth fairy. The mechanism 
is not probable. That's at work in 
many studies of quack retriedies. 

Fourth: If I'm stumped S phone 
a friend: a relevant, trusted sci¬ 
entist who was not part of the 
research. I ask them to walk me 
through the paper and evalu¬ 
ate it. Look for media articles 
that do this for you. If you can, 
make some science friends of 
your own. There's nothing better.

ft seems, like most causes have 
their own special commem¬ 
orative day, but Patricia Sims 
believed so passionately that 
elephants deserved their own 
anniversary she created one. 

“I guess IVe always had 
a thing for big, interesting, 
smart animals, 1 " laughed the 
Canadian filmmaker and co¬ 
founder of World Elephant 
Day. 

“When J started to learn 
about all the elephant issues. 1 
felt we needed to consolidate 
all of that under one umbrella 
on one day to put everybody’s 
focus towards this reality for 
elephants [and) ultimately, 
what it means for us." 

Celebrating its fifth year on 
Friday, Sims is marking the 
anniversary with the debut of 
her emotional documentary 
film When Elephants Were

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ant pachyderm and its propri¬ 
etor in Thailand — especially 
when the mammoth servant 
gets released back into a wild 
sanctuary. 

"It’s a sad story but it has a 
happy ending," insisted Sims 
of the film’s persuasive pres¬ 
entation of the plight of Asian 
elephants, said by some tu be 
extinct within 30 years due 
mainly to loss of habitation. 
“Not every elephant can go 
back to the wild obviously 
I but) at this rate, there just 
won’t be any space for them 
to live and to exist." 

Sims hopes her William 
Shatner-narrated documentary 
will be as powerful at build¬ 
ing awareness and action as 
World Elephant Day has been 
since its introduction half a 
decade ago. 

In that short span of time,

New study shows 
‘trash hounds’ 
appreciate high

In my family, anybody who at¬ 
tempts to put on airs or to make 
an unseemly demand is greeted 
with a variation on a Mike My¬ 
ers Line from Austin Powers: The 
Spy Who Shagged Me. 

"Wed, J want a toilet made out 
of solid gold, but it's just not in 
the cards, Ls it, loveT 

There’s el similar riposte, using 
a Rodney Dangerfield snapper 
from Caddyshack. to any Howell 
taught wearing amusing head- 
gear. “Anybody who wears a hat 
like t hat ought to get a free bowl 
of soup — it looks good on you, 
though?" 

The exchange usually results 
in mutual laughter, depending 
on the mood of the one being 
mocked. And I'm pleased, re¬ 
lieved even, to discover that our 


juvenile sense of hilarity and love 
of dopey movies is actually the 
sign of high intelligence, rather 
than knuckle-dragging stupidity. 

Britain's The Independent 
newspaper reported List week 
on a scholarly study published 
in the j oumai l^oeties under this 
very serious title: Enjoying Trash 
films: Underlying features. View¬ 
ing Stances, and Experiential 
Response Dimensions. 

Study coauthor Keyvan Sark- 
hosh, post-doctoral fellow at the 
Max Planck institute for Empir¬ 
ical Aesthetics, wrote that al¬ 
though it may seem paradoxical 
for someone to voluntarily and 
happily watch a bad movie, it's 
actually a sign of a bright mind 
at work. 

“To such viewers, trash films 
appear as an interesting and wel¬ 
come deviation from the main¬ 
stream fare," Sarkhosh wrote. 

“We are dealing here with 
an audience with above-average 
education, w r hich one could de¬ 
scribe its 'cultural omnivores. 1 
Such viewers are interested in a 
broad spectrum of art and media 
across the traditional boundaries 
of high and popular culture." 

" Cultural omnivores” sounds 
much better than “trash bounds,” 
doesn't it? I'm surprised this story 


didn’t get broader currency, 
but that’s likely because it was 
swamped by the critical blood¬ 
letting for Suicide Squad, the 
superviUain adventure currently 
topping the box office. 

I was among the few critics 
who actually had something 
good to say about the DC Com¬ 
ics movie — great characters, 
dumb story. 2 1/2 stars out of 


4 — which overall received a 

26 per cent “rotten" rating on 
the Rotten Tomatoes aggregate 
chart, one notch lower than the 

27 percent given to EC's Batman 
v Superman earlier this year. 

Most critics w r ere of the same 
mindset as Joe Morgenstem of 
the Wall Street Journal, who 
called Suicide Squad “ugly trash"' 
and warned it “amounts to an 


all-out attack on the whole idea 
of entertainment" 

Others piled on with variations 
of the 'Worst movie ever" epithet. 

J wonder if they've seen Movie 
43, the 2013 anthology comedy 
featuring a shameful array of 
slumming talent in a series of 
disgusting sketches. If I could 
have given it less than the zero 
stars i righteously awarded it, I 


would have. 

Suicide Squad is a far better 
film — I actually enjoyed it, in a 
culnirai omnivore kind of way— 
yet it seems to haw broken wider 
the perceived divide between 
critics and regular moviegoers. 
There was a brief online flurry, 
under the hashtag #Crushthe Io¬ 
nian!. of Suicide Squad fans who 
wanted Rotten Tomatoes shut 
down, a classic case of shooting 
the messenger. (Rotten Toma¬ 
toes actually has a relatively low 
bar at least 60 per cent of critics 
have to like a film for it to get 
“fresh” status.) 

There were also a large 
number of news reports crow¬ 
ing about how Suicide Squad 
broke the August record with its 
S'ITT-million (U.S.) opening week¬ 
end take at the North America 
box office. The public came out 
for it, despite what aLl those nasty 
critics saidl Hah-hah! 

The same thing happened in 
the spring with Batman v Super¬ 
man. a movie I hated, despite 
being a cultural omnivore.
